It is the opinion of W. G. Hanson, 
who has been securing statistics on 
divorces in La Crosse county for the 
United States, to be used in determin­ 
ing the large increase in legal separa­ 
tions during the last IO or 20 years, 
that congress will enact a national 
divorce law at its next session. 
The 
work now being done by statisticians 
throughout the country, Mr. Hanson 
believes, is the first of Hie work to 
secure a reliable data upon which to 
base the legislation. 
“ From my experience, I believe the 
I niied States will have a national 
divorce law within a few years.” said 
Mr. Hanson, before leaving for Wi­ 
nona to begin his work there. 
He 
finished gathering divorce and crim­ 
inal statistics in La Crosse yesterday. 
“Although I have secured 
thou­ 
sands of divorces— I mean the rec­ 
ords in these cases 
I am in doubt as 
to tin* cause of the increase. 
No one? 
appears able to solve this question. 
The problem which confronts 
the 
government is a sticker just 
now. 
Many reasons are advanced, but then 
conditions were the same a quarter 
•of a century ago, and divorce easy, 
but the people were not securing sep­ 
arations every week. 
“Tho better wages paid women for 
all classes of work, I think is one of 
the chief causes. 
A womajt can make 
almost as much money as a man, and 
is able to support herself. 
This gives 
women a certain degree of indepen­ 
dence. 
Then what does she care if 
her husband gets a divorce. 
She can 
make a good living and won’t have 
to bother with the cares 
of 
the 
home. 
“ I suppose its fashion to secure a 
divorce if you have money. 
That's 
the root of the entire question in one 
way or another. 
But then people had 
money twenty years ago, and they 
didn t rush into court for a separa­ 
tion every time husband and wife had 
a slight spat. 
Anything that will suf­ 
fice to secure a judgment sterns to be 
grabbed instanter now by either one 
or the other of two married people, 
not exactly on the best of terms. 
. “ The argum ent is advanced that it 
is easy to secure a divorce and that 
this is the easiest solution of the per- ; 
plexing 
marital 
troubles. 
Twenty 
years ago, it was easier to become 
separated. 
In almost every state in I 
the union the bar against divorce has j 
been set up in the last few years, but I 
the grind continues unabated and is j 
increasing every veal. In South Caro­ 
lina divorces are not recognized, and I 
it is impossible to secure one in that 
state. 
In the Dakotas the laws are 
more .stringent. 
While it is easy con­ 
ditions are more exacting now* than 
twenty years ago, but the result of 
the divorce mill is undiminished. 
Law* Are Stricter 
“ Along this 
line 
of. argument 
comes the easy marriage, elopements 
made easy, and m a r r i a g e within half 
a day. 
The laws on marriage are 
stricter than in years past. 
Licenses 
are necessary, and in your own state, 
contracting parties must wait 
five 
days. In other states similar restric-, 
Hors, as a ban to elopement 
and 
hasty marriages are up. but the m ar­ 
r i a g e s continue and the court undoes 
the work of the minister. 
“ I can't give a 
good reason for 
the increase in divorce. 
The gov­ 
ernment is trying to solve the prob­ 
lem now, and if you want to know, 
I expect you will have to read the 
coming bulletin bf the department of 
c o m m e r c e and labor on the subject*. 
Throughout the entire country the 
statistics have been 
taken for the 
last twenty years in an effort to as­ 
c e r t a i n the c a u s e . 
The government 
will solve the problem all right, for 
it never starts anything it cannot 
finish. 
“When congress gets the figures 
o f ‘the United States at large, con­ 
densed in tabular form, and giving 
the various reasons, and those who 
will be benefited by remedial legisla­ 
tion, I believe a national divorce law 
will be passed. 
“ Iii La Crosse county you have 
had one thousand divorces in twenty 
years, about 750 
in the last ten 
Nears. 
This shows the increase in 
your ow n county. 
The last few* years 
have been the heaviest. 
The aver­ 
age here is about one each week,

THE CRESCENT SYMBOL 


How It Came to Be Adopted by th* 
Mohammedans. 
The crescent symbol of the Moham­ 
medans has nothing to do with their 
peculiar religious opinions and cere­ 
monies. It was not originally a symbol 
of the followers of Mohammed at all, 
but was first used by the Byzantines. 
Thousands of coins have been found 
in all parts of Turkey which date barit 
to the time when Constantinople was 
known as Byzantium, and on each of 
these the symbol of the crescent ap­ 
pears, proving conclusively 
that it 
was in use as an emblem among th# 
people of that region long before By­ 
zantium was overthrown and its nam# 
changed to Constantinople. The story 
of the origin of the crescent symbol Is 
as follows: W hen Philip of Macedonia 
besieged Byzantium he had planned t# 
storm the city on a certain cloudy 
nicrht. but before his arrangements 
were completed the moon shone out 
a n d discovered his approach to the be­ 
sieged citizens, who accordingly m arch­ 
ed out and repulsed his forces, some­ 
thing which would have beeu impossi­ 
ble iii the darkness. 
After that event 
all Byzantine coins bore the symbol of 
the crescent moon, which was always 
alluded to as the “savior of Byzan­ 
tium.” 
After m any years the hordes under 
Mohammed II. captured Constantino­ 
ple. 
At that time the crescent was 
used everywhere and upon et%irything. 
Suspecting that there must be magical 
power in the emblem, the Mohamme­ 
dans appropriated It and have sine# 
used it as their only symbolic decora­
